THE NBBYBS OF TABTl. 


The discovery that beat influences on9 


set of nerve-points in the skin while 
sensations of cold are received by an- 
other set, has been followed by some 
interesting experiments, by two Italiua 
physiologists, which indicate that the 
various tastes result frem the exulting oi 
quite distinct sets of nerve-fibres in the 
tongue. The prolonged application of 
ice removed the sensibility for all tastes 
—sweet, sour, salt and bitter. Cocaine 
destroyed—temporarily, of course—sen- 
sibility for bitter only. Other sub- 
stances, such as caffeine and morphia, 
redmced the power of discriminating be- 
tween different degrees of bitter. Di- 
late sulphuric acid had a peculiar effect, 
causing distilled water and even quinine 


to taste sweet at the tip of the tongue, 
although the bitter of the quinine was 
elsewhere tasted as ustfll.
